Sikhism and Islam: The differentiation logical study 


Introduction: 


This book is not a bias view nor a purposely negative target towards 
Sikhism. After many dedicated hours and time of research put in, | have 
summarised my knowledge into this book with a logical perspective. 


1. Guru Nanak did not predict future events that actually happened. 

2. He did not provide direct scientific sayings or writings that have been 
proven by modern science. 

3. There are no solid historical accounts of miracles proved by him. 

4. There is no solid historical evidence proving he was with god while he 
disappeared. 


He made a false claim he was with God, to influence or persuade people to 
believe in what he believed in as he thought his beliefs were correct. Guru 
Nanak preached about the oneness of a formless god before his lying claim of 
revelation from God. The people did not believe him as his belief was against 
religious traditions and beliefs at the time so he then disappeared near a river 
for 3 days and then came back and returned with this false claim to bring 
people to his faith and beliefs. He could not argue prove he was correct so he 
provided a false claim. Someone who persuades people with a false claim is a 
fraud and is no prophet as a prophet’s quality is honesty and does not need to 
prove a miracle in order to make people believe him, but rather make people 
believe him with his character, honesty and logic but guru Nanak had to lie in 
order to influence the people more which proves he was indeed no prophet 
and whoever believed him even though he had no proof of his claim is a fool, 
he lied for 2 reasons: 


1. Public Reform — he believed his belief was correct and was bias. He 
wanted to reform the public, both Hindus and Muslims to unite together 
and he had a higher chance of doing this by making a false claim of 
contact with god so the people believed him. He lied so people are more 
attracted to his belief and ‘unite’. Two different religions cannot be 
mixed though and especially by lying, | will explain this later on. 

2. Convince more people to join his belief to establish his new religion to 
‘unite’ the people. |’ll give an example. If | wanted to open a shop up for 
the homeless but | sold drugs in order to open the shop up and tell the 


people | opened the shop up with my own hard earned money am | 
doing a good thing? No, because I’m deceiving the people. Guru Nanak 
has done the same by deceiving people with a lie in order for them to 
unite. Regardless of the intended positive goal the pillars of that which 
attracts people are negative meaning the whole ideology is negative if 
based on deception which Guru Nanak has done. 


Guru Nanak was also influenced by Muslim Sufi’s whose beliefs were very 
different to the prophet Muhammad, the messenger of Allah in Islam. They 
believed in practices like meditation in order to connect with God and reciting 
his names. Sufis did not even perform salah (physical praying) like the prophet 
Muhammad did but instead they mediated and did zikr in order to ‘connect’ to 
Allah. Guru Nanak’s way of meditation was chanting gods name ‘Waheguru’ 
which he copied/ was inspired from the Sufi Muslims of his time. Guru Nanak’s 
concept of a formless god was also inspired by Sufi Muslim’s of his time and 
was not his own idea. 


Guru Nanak was also influenced by Hindu traditions and beliefs like the 
concept of reincarnation. This was influenced by the Hindu’s of his time and 
was a widely accepted belief among the belief of Hindu’s. another belief of the 
Sikh’s which was LATER inspired by Hindu’s was not cutting the hair. The 
tradition and belief of not cutting the hair originally came from ancient 
Hinduism. Guru Nanak did not mention anything about not cutting the hair but 
this view was introduced by later Sikh’s and it became a part of the religion. 
But the founder of the religion Guru Nanak himself did not mention or write 
anything about this belief which proves this belief wrong and that the religion 
changed overtime with the wrong beliefs that were not introduced by its 
founder. Keeping Long hair and a long beard was just religious Hinduism 
tradition at the time so Guru Nanak did the same being born into a Hindu 
family and society, he became a product of his environment of course. 


The concept of reincarnation is from Hinduism and the belief of God is from 
Islam. In order for guru Nanak to ‘unite’ Muslims and Hindus, logically and 
cunningly he had to resonate with both beliefs. Therefore, he introduced these 
both to his religion as an attempt to unite the Hindu’s and Muslim’s and 
stupidly believed in the concept of reincarnation himself even though there 
was no solid proof of this theory but it was from old ancient traditions. As an 
aim to reform he combined these beliefs. If one wishes to believe in truth, he 
cannot combine both religions as one is true and one is false. One religion will 


always have opposite beliefs to another ultimately meaning one is true and 
one is false. For Example, if | wish to make a strawberry milkshake can | blend 
Strawberries and Apples? No, | cannot. If | were to blend Strawberries and 
Apples it would not be called a ‘Strawberry milkshake’ as it is a mixture of two 
different and completely opposite fruits. | would have to call it ‘Strawberry and 
Apple milkshake’ as that is what it contains. The same concept applies to 
religion. Hinduism and Islam are two completely opposite and different 
religions and using the example | gave now it would be completely illogical to 
combine beliefs from them together and then state from your own mouth that 
‘There is no Hindu and there is no Muslim’. If there is no Hindu and no Muslim, 
why would you combine beliefs from two completely different religions, both 
inspired by Hinduism and Islam and state this? If a belief has originated from 
Islam and the other belief has originated from Hinduism and then you state 
there is no Hindu and no Muslim this makes no sense at all when the belief’s 
have been inspired from two separate religion’s, with separate beliefs and 
separate ideologies and separate scriptures. 


Guru Nanak also stated that all religion’s lead to the same divine truth, but he 
has once been proven wrong again. If all religion’s lead to the same divine 
truth with closeness to god, why did he merge Hinduism and Islam together? 
Guru Nanak’s own parents were idol worshippers and worshipped idols. Guru 
Nanak did not believe in this though, he believed in one formless god which 
was inspired by Sufi’s as | mentioned earlier. If all religion’s bring closeness to 
God, that means idol worshipping which Guru Nanak did not believe in also 
brings closeness to a false god then? If all religions bring someone closer to 
God why make the statement that ‘there is no Muslim and no Hindu’. Saying all 
religions bring one closer to God would mean that a Muslim can also be close 
to god and so can a Hindu. even if he idol worships. Another example would be 
a Muslim Sufi reciting gods name but not praying to him. Can one gain 
closeness to god through this as Guru Nanak believes? No he cannot, its 
completely delusional. This again proves he was not a prophet as a prophet’s 
statements cannot contradict but Guru Nanak’s teachings and beliefs 
contradict, which proves his ideology, belief and claim of prophethood by 
saying he received direct revelation is also proven wrong. 


There is also a belief that Guru Nanak was a Muslim. Guru Nanak was nota 
Muslim for the following reasons: 


1. Guru Nanak states in his scripture in Guru Granth Sahib ‘there is no 
Muslim and there is no Hindu. (claim proven wrong above) 

2. He also believed in reincarnation which is the complete opposite of what 
Muslim’s believe in. 

3. He believed all religion’s lead closeness to god but Muslim’s believe only 
Islam is the truth. 

4. It is said he entered Mecca, but there are no solid universally accepted 
historical accounts for him entering Mecca so this is most likely a myth 
that has spread in order as an attempt to fool Muslim people, as no one 
has permission to enter Mecca apart from Muslim’s. 

5. He claimed he received divine revelation from Allah. This is not possible 
for anyone after Prophet Muhammad as this would then mean 
Muhammad is not the last messenger of Allah as stated in the Quran: 
‘Muhammad is the seal of the messengers. Guru Nanak, claiming he 
received revelation from Allah and then being a Muslim would not be 
true as a Muslim would follow the message of the Quran and that is 
Muhammad being the last and final messenger of Allah. There was also a 
man called ‘Mirza Ghulam Ahmed’, millions of people follow this man 
and he also claimed to receive divine revelation from Allah but he did 
not believe in reincarnation. He believed when someone dies individuals 
would face judgement with the creator Allah. Guru Nanak claims to have 
received divine revelation from Allah but believed in reincarnation after 
death for a bad soul. Mirza Ghulam Ahmed claimed to have received 
divine revelation from Allah but believed in direct judgement with Allah 
for a bad soul after death. So, who’s received revelation from God, Guru 
Nanak or Mirza Ghulam Ahmed? The answer to this question is none of 
them had received divine revelation from Allah but lied in order to gain 
popularity and make people believe in what they believed in as they 
knew that if a lying miracle was told more people would follow them. 


Islam is the truth: 


The prophet Muhammad in an authentic hadith has said ‘The greatest among 
the great liars is a man who claim’s to be a prophet while there is no prophet 
after me’. 


How do we know the Prophet Muhammad was a true messenger of Allah and 
the last one? Well, proven by historical accounts the Prophet Muhammad was 
never in his life seen to read or write. Why was this? This was because the 


Prophet Muhammad was indeed illiterate and could not read or write as said 
in the Quran in chapter 29 verse 48: “You O Prophet could not read any writing 
even before this 'revelation', nor could you write at all. Otherwise, the people 
of falsehood would have been suspicious.” 


The Quran clearly states he was illiterate and historical accounts also state that 
he was illiterate. He was also born into an illiterate society. He was born in 
Mecca around 570 CE. The majority of Arabs at that time lacked formal reading 
and writing skills and literacy rates were very low at this time and this is also 
proven by history as well if you search for it yourself. 


The proof Muhammad was a prophet was the miracles the Quran provided to 
the people while Prophet Muhammad was illiterate. The following miracles 
are: 


1. Linguistic of the Quran. Arabic speakers and linguistic experts in Arabic 
during the time the Quran was being revealed recognized the Quran for 
its linguistic and rhetorical mastery. It provided sophistically rhetorical 
devices and Arabs at the time acknowledged the Quran as a remarkable 
linguistic achievement that captured eloquence and artistic expression in 
Arabic culture. How could a man who did not have the ability to read 
and write produce such writing which amazed experts in Arabic who had 
much more experience in reading and writing Arabic then him? 

2. Scientific Miracles of the Quran: The Quran has many scientific Miracles 
which have only been proven by modern science but | will discuss one of 
them. The main miracle which captures the eyes of many is embryology 
mentioned in the Quran. The Holy Quran mentions the three veils of 
darkness that protect the foetus. 

“He creates you, in the wombs of your mothers, in stages, one after 
another, in three veils of darkness.” (Al Quran 39:6) 
The research of Dr Moore identified these three veils as: 
1. The anterior abdominal wall of the mother 
2. Uterine wall 
3. Amnio Chorionic membrane 
This proof also signifies the accuracy of the topics of embryology 
discussed in the Quran. 
Allah also states in the Quran: 
And indeed, We created humankind? from an extract of clay - Chapter 
23 verse 12 


then placed each "human' as a sperm-drop? in a secure place, - 
Chapter 23 verse 13 

then We developed the drop into a clinging clot, then developed the 
clot into a lump ‘of flesh', then developed the lump into bones, then 
clothed the bones with flesh, then We brought it into being as a new 
creation.? So Blessed is Allah, the Best of Creators. — Chapter 23 verse 
14. 

The Quran knew the process of embryology more than a thousand 
years ago before the process of embryology was discovered in 1827. 
The Quran stated this in the 7° century when it was discovered and 
proven in the 9" century. These findings when presented to modern 
experts in the field of Anatomy and embryology surprised them and 
even the non-Muslim expert’s believed this knowledge was indeed 
given to Prophet Muhammad by the creator himself, as this theory 
was not even discovered and proven then and it is impossible any 
ordinary person could have known this as society was low in literacy 
rates during this time as | mentioned before, and technological 
advancements were very behind and there were no microscopes yet 
despite this only the Quran mention’s this and the Quran was the 
first ever book to introduce this theory. 

Now | will ask the question again, how could an illiterate known man 
‘predict’ in such amount of detail, which has been proven by modern 
science? How could a man who was raised in an illiterate society 
predict such statements? How could an ordinary man even know this 
when it was not discovered until hundreds of years later? 

These are indeed miracles of the Quran and prove every other 
religion in the whole world to be wrong, it proves every other man 
claiming prophethood to be wrong and show’s the world which book 
is the final book of Allah and proves Muhammad was the last and 
final messenger of Allah and there is no one after him who is a 
messenger of Allah or who has received any kind of divine revelation 
of Allah. 

The world’s fastest growing religion in the world is indeed Islam with 
one of the main reasons being its scientific facts and evidences in it 
which have been proven by modern science. 


The truest fact is: “A religion without direct logical science is no religion at all.” The 


purpose of this small book is to guide people researching different religions and 


prove the correct religion and prophet to them by logic and reasoning, which | have 


done to the best of my Ability.
